Aft- 
er graduating from high school and 
business college, he was given a 
position as bookkeeper in Colum- 
bus in the coal business of John W. 
Taft. 

Successively he was bookkeeper, 
It 
was while demonstrating a rubber- 
tired buggy in Detroit that young 
Firestone foresaw the vast possi- 
bilies in rubber tires. 

He entered the business for him- 
self in Chicago. With an invest- 
ment of less than $15,000 he devel- 
oped the business and in a few 
years sold out for $1,254,000. 

He then moved to Akron, which 
he envisioned. as the rubber manu- 
facturing center of the country, and 
with 17 employes.in a renovated 
machine shop the farm-bred youth 
launched what was destined to be- 
come one of the leading industrial 
concerns in the country. 

The rubber tire business grew 
apace with the rapid growth of 
the automobile industry and the 
Firestone plant Was expanded peri- 
odically until the boom years of 
the World War it employed more 
than 20,000 persons. 

Friend of Ford and Edison. 

As president of the Rubber As- 
sociation of America from 1916 to 
1918 Firestone interested himself in 
organizing’ the association’s activ- 
ities into war work. 

He was president of a subsidiary 
company in Canada and director 
of another in England. He also 
was president of the Firestone 
Steel Products Co. 

For several years he and his inti- 
mate friends, Henry Ford and the 
late Thomas A, Edison, spent part 
of their vacations together in camp- 
ing parties and trips. They were 
accompanied on some occasions by 
the late, President Harding. 

The Firestone home at Akron was 
a show place where the manufac- 
turer indulged his hobbies—horses 
and cattle and dairy farming. 

A pioneer in industria] welfare, 
he built a home community for his 
workers, gave them a clubhouse, 
an athletic ‘field and a 36-hole golf 
course, organizéd a bank and in- 
stituted a model stock owning-sav- 
ings plan for his employes. 

He directed his company’s affairs 
as president until 1932 when he 
was succeeded by John W. Thomas, 
the first chemist to be employed’ by 
the firm. Mr. Firestone became 
chairman of the board. 

A -.majority of stock in the tire 


company and its 30 or more subsid- 


iaries has always been controlled 
by the Firestone family. In recent 
years Firestone transferred more 


and more of it to his sons.

WASHIN IN TON, 5 Feb. 7.— Senator 
Vandenberg (Rep. J), Michigan, pro- 
posed today that old age benefit 
taxes be limited to the present pay 
roll levy of 1 per cent on employer 
and employes until Congress can 
study the Social Security Act in the 
light of “adequate experience.” 

He said Congress should “review 
the whole subject” after there has 
been “experience upon which to 
base a conclusive opinion.” 

Under the present law, the tax is 
to be increased every three years 
until it is 3 per cent. 

Vandenberg’s proposal was one 
of three amendments he offered to 
the Socia] Security Act. 

The second would require that 
pay roll taxes go automatically into 
the reserve account, halting what 
Vandenberg called the “indefensi- 
ble practice of mingling these pay 
roll collections with general Treas- 
ury revenues spent for general pur- 
poses.” 

The third amendment would re- 
quire that old age pension reserves 
be used to retire existing Federal 
indebtedness, limiting the issue of 
new or special bonds for debt re- 
tirement to a five-year maturity.

Freen B. Nulsen is on the verge

in Bank Nine Years. 
Gates said he had worked for the 
bank nine years, starting at $65 a 
month and finishing at $110. He 
had a hope of early promotion, but 
last summer, he said, an out- 
side young man was taken into the 
bank in the place Gates had hoped 
to get. It was after this, in June, 
Gates said, that he first took money. 
His peculations were made through 
failure to enter customers’ deposits. 
Early in January, officers of the 
bank began to question him about 
the irregularities found in his ac- 
counts, and Jan. 8 he was dis- 
charged. At that time, he said, he 
had about $1000 of the bank’s funds 
in his possession, besides the $4400 
he had taken and had spent. 
“Not all the money I took was 
used in gambling,” Gates said. “A 
good share of it went for family 
necessaries. I played the handbooks 
at Clayton and in St. Louis, and 
lost steadily. After I was fired, 
and while I knew my accounts were 
under investigation, I decided to 
take a plane to Florida, and see if 
I couldn’t make enough at the 
tracks there to recoup what I had 
lost and square things with the 
bank. 


First Few Bets Lucky. 


“IT went to Miami and played the 
horses by day and the dogs at 
night. My first few bets were 
lucky, but after that I fell behind, 
and never caught up. When I got 
into St. Louis on a bus Saturday 
night, I had nine cents and a car 
token. I used the token to get to 
Clayton, and walked to my home in 
Brentwood. My wife told me the 
police were after me, and I went 
back to Clayton and gave myself 
up. 

“Now I’m in a fine fix. I was 
brought up in the county, and had 
a lot of friends, but I guess I’ve 
lost them all now. I knew, more 
than a year ago, that I could not 
always stand the temptation which 
comes to a man handling 330,000 or 
$40,000 a day, and living on $110 a 
month. I tried to get out of the 
banking business and fnto the Clay- 
ton Police or Fire Department, but 
couldn’t get an appointment.” 

The Federal warrant against 
Gates, issued after his departure 
in January, charges embezzlement 
in amounts of $1000 and $150, rep- 
resenting two deposits which he did 
not enter. Gates’ wife and child 
live at 8612 Joseph avenue, Brent- 
wood.

RESTRICTION ON FORD 
WITNESSES MODIFIED

N L RB Examiner to Allow 
Questions on Circumstances 
of Their Joining Unions. 


The Nations! Labor Relations 
Board hearing of unfair labor prac- 
tices at the St. Louis Ford assem- 
bly plant was resumed at the Civil 
Courts Building today with further 
defense . testimony denying that 
members of the C I O United Auto- 
mobile Workers of America were 
discriminated against, as charged 
in the complaint. 

Trial Examiner Tilford E. Dudley 
announced that the. defense would 
now be allowed to question wit- 
nesses on two of the six points cov- 
ered in a ruling he made last week 
over company protests. He ex- 
plained that, after careful consid- 
eration, he had decided that testi- 
mony concerning the circumstances 
under which Ford employes had 
joined either the C 1 O union or 
the Liberty Legion of. America 
might be material. The Liberty Le- 
gion is an intervener in the hear- 
ing and is seeking recognition as 
collective bargaining agency. Dud- 
ley added that, while he had com- 
municated with the .Labor Board 
headquarters at Washington, he had 
not been ordered to modify his rul- 
ing. As a result of the modifica- 
tion company attorneys said they 
planned to call all of the 656 em-. 
ployes of the assembly plant as wit- 
nesses, 

George E. Bates, chassis line 
foreman, as a company witness, tes- 
tified that men were called back 
to work after seasonal shutdowns 
“according to their ability to do the 
job.” Union affiliation had nothing 
to do with the manner in whith 
men were recalled after the shut- 
down last autumn, the witness de- 
clared.

FLOODS RECEDE IN MICHIGAN, ~ 
WISCONSIN, WESTERN ONTARIO 


Rain Stops and Falling Tempera- 
ture Checks, Melting of Ice 
and Snow. ; 

DETROIT, Feb. 7.—Swollen 
streams that flooded highways, 
homes and thousands of acres in 
North Central states and Western 
Ontario receded today as unseason- 
able rains ceased and falling tem- 
peratures checked the melting of 
ice and snow. 

Heavy damage was reported in 
Michigan and Wisconsin. Huge 
ice cakes still were strewn over 
Sebewaing, Mich., on Saginaw Bay. 
Many families were unable to reach 
their homes in the flooded basin of 
the Clinton River, near Mount 
Clemens, Mich. 

Half of Vassar, Mich., was with. 
out gas or telephone service. Two 
bridges were washed out there. Dy- 
namiting of an ice jam in the Pine 
River at Alma, Mich., averted a 
flood menace. In suburban Detroit, 
125 persons returned to their homes, 
from which they were driven by 
the Rouge River. 

At Browntown, Wis., water still 
stood five feet deep on some high- 
ways and railroad service between 
Browntown and Piatteville was 
canceled. “The main street of Dar- 
lington, Wis., was inundated yes- 
terday, and rowboats were used to 
ferry merchandise frony the first 
floors of 18 stores. 

In Western Ontario, the Thames 
River was falling, abating a flood 
menace at London. Five hundred 
persons who fled their homes yes- 
terday when the river rose to with- 
in three feet of the top of a break- 
water returned today.

in the rush. 

Managers for the Horner Demo- 
cratic ticket said they believed pe- 
titions for Congressman Scott W. 
Lucas for Senator and Speaker 
Louie E. Lewis for Treasurer were 
mailed last. night, 

Hughes said no petitions had 
been received for Michael L. Igoe 
of Chicago, who is being boomed 
for the Senate. 

State-Wide Names Rotated. 

State-wide names rotate on the 
ballots by counties, making it im- 
material when seekers for the big 
jobs file, just so they get under the 
Feb. 21 deadline. The Democrats 
waited for week-end developments, 
while Republicans marked time un- 
til after the slate recommendation 
session of county chairmen at 
Champaign Monday. 

From behind locked doors in 
Hughes’ office, Lewis Vogel, vet- 
eran Chief clerk of the index de- 
partment, sent out word that he 
did not get as many petitions as 
he expected, but that he could not 
estimate the number brought in by 
the mailmen. 

For congressional, legislative and 
other district offices, the first pe- 
titions received get top places, That 
accotnted for the opening rush, 
with Vogel and his helpers giving 
first attention to the regular mail 
delivery. 

Renewal of Democratic faction- 
al battles in downstate territory 
was forecast. A. M. Carter of Mur- 
physboro, Assistant State Auditor, 
filed for his old job as Democratic 
State Committeeman from the 
Twenty-fifth District. Two years 
ago he was beaten by A. M. Thomp- 
son of Marion, a Horner man. 

Seeks to Succeed Lucas. 

James M. Barnes of Jacksonville 
filed as Democratic candidate for 
Congress, to succeed Lucas, the 
Horner choice for Senator. Man- 
agers of the Horner-Lucas cam- 
paign were not certain when peti- 
tions for their slate would be filed, 
Neither was Senator Dieterich.

Ethnologist Says “Lost” Tribe's 
Only Contact With Civilization 


DOUGLAS, Ariz., Feb. 7. — The 
“lost tribe” of Apaches which fied 
to Mexico and into *the Sierra 
Madre Mountains when its chief, 
Geronimo, surrendered to United 
States troops in 1886, has been re- 
duced to a community composed 
mostly of women, according to Dr. 
Helge Ingstad, Norwegian ethnolo- 
gist, who returned here Saturday 
from a three-month expedition into 
the mountains. 

“I saw five adult Apaches and a 
baby,” he said. “I will not hazard 
a guess as to how many more there 
are, but in my opinion there are 
not very many. I am convinced 
the only contacts they have had 
with so-called civilized men in the 
past 50 years has been in combat.” 

The loss of men obviously has 
put women in control of the tribe, 
he said.

Since the 
term joint venture refers to a group 
action, the term unincorporated 
venture refers also to individual ac- 
tion. The bill covers not only in- 
‘dustrial ventures, but agricultural 
as well, including co-operatives and 
even individual farmers where they 
compete with licensées. ... . 

“The penalties of the proposed 
measure are more drastic than oc- 
cur in any other Federal statute. 
They range all the way from sub- 
stantial fines to imprisonment and 
to absolute exile from commerce.” 

The association also expressed 
belief the bill is invalid. 

Furthermore, the serious ad- 
vocacy of measures like this does 
much to stimulate the present un-

Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wy- 
oming, co-author: of the measure, 
took issue vigorously’ with the as- 
sociation's reference to home rule.

REAL INCOME 15 PCT. 
BELOW THE 1929 LEVEL 


Brookings Report Based on 
1937 Figures Adjusted for 
Price, Population Changes. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—The real 


income of the United States per 


gainful worker was about 15 per 
cent lower last year than in 1929, 


the Brookings Institution said to- 


day. Making public the report of 
a study of the country’s income 
structure, the privately endowed re- 
search organization said the study 
indicated the national income in 
1937, adjusted for the change in 
prices, was about 6 per cent low- 
er than in the pre-depression year. 

Since the nation’s labor force in- 
creased by more than 10 per cent, 
this mean a decline of about 15 per 
cent in real income per gainful 
worker, the institution said. 

“Real income of farmers and 
some wage groups was higher than 
in 1929,” its statement continued, 
but comparisons with 1929, the re- 
port points out, indicate merely the 
relative change since that year and 
do not measure the real status of 
the different classes in 1937. 

Rise in Some Hourly Wages. 

“Hourly wages in many indus- 
tries rose above the 1929 averages, 
but because of an accompanying 
decrease in working hours, the re- 
sulting weekly or annual incomes 
were, in many cases, much lower 
than in 1929. Weekly earnings in 
manufacturing during the first part 
of 1937 ‘were about 6.5 per cent 
lower than the 1929 average, while 
the cost of living was about 16 
per cent lower. Although this 
meant increased real income and 
more leisure for those who were 
fortunate ‘enough to have full em- 
ployment, there were eight or nine 
million workers ih the -country 
without jobs. 

“Investors and non-farm entre- 
preneurs apparently failed to re- 
gain income ground lost during the 
depression to the same extent as 
farmers and some wage groups. 
While satisfactory information on 
1937 profits is not yet available, 
corporate earnings for the first 
three months appear to have been 
about 70 per cent of the 1929 fig- 
ure.“ 

One-Seventh From Gorvernment. 

The report said the Government 
was the source of a much larger 
portion of the national income in 
1936 than in 1929, contributing 14.6 
per cent of the total in 1936 com- 
pared with 8 per cent in 1929. 

The electric light and power and 
service industries made “inconse- 
quential” increases in their per- 
centage of contribution, the insti- 
tution reported. 

Construction’s contribution de- 
clined’ from 4 per cent of the to- 
tal to 1.7 per cent; that of finance 
from 10.8 to 9.8 per cent and trans- 
portation and communication from 
10.1 to 8.9 per cent, the report said. 

Manufacturing, mining, trade and 
agriculture remained close to their 
1929 «percentages, the analysis 
showed.

Vice-President Says It Has Func- 
tioning“ Organizations in 
46 States.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—E. L. 
Oliver, vice-president of labor's 
Non-Partisan League, said yester- 
day the league and the National 
Farmers’ Union would support a 
joint program in the 1938 congres- 
sional elections. 

He said representatives of the 
two organizations, which formed an 
alliance recently, drew up a plat- 
form last week which will be an- 
nounced after both have ratified it. 
Oliver spoke at a labor forum. 

Oliver told his audience that the 
Non-Partisan League had “perma- 
nent, functioning political organiza- 
tions” in every industrial state ex- 
cept Maryland and Missouri and 
would have such an organization 
in these states within a month.

SOVIETS PUT OFF INTERVIEW 
OF MRS. RUBENS AND ENVOY 


Authorities - Completing ‘ Arrange- 
ments as to Time and Place; 
Conference Likely Tomorrow.

MOSCOW, Feb. 7.—A scheduled 
interview with Mrs. Ruth Marie 
Rubens of New York by Loy W. 
Henderson, Charge d’Affaires of 
the United States Embassy, was 
postponed today while Soviet au- 
thorities completed arrangements 
as to the time and place. 

The United States gained permis- 
sion last week for the talk in the 
hope of finding an explanation of 
the woman’s trip to Russia on a 
fraudulently obtained passport and 
her arrest Dec. 9 on suspicion of 
espionage.

— The 
Electric Bond & Share Co. and 26 
‘subsidiaries told the Supreme Court 
today that a brief filed by the Gov- 
ernment in defense of the 1935 act 
regulating public utility holding 
companies was evasive and mislead- 
ing. 

Preparatory to areuments late to- 
day, or tomorrow, on validity of the 
legislation, the utility companies 
filed a brief in reply to the Govern- 
ment’s contentions that the legisla- 
tion was constitutional. 

The Government's brief,“ the 
utilities contended. “evades, or mis- 
conceives the fundamental issue in 
this case; misrepresents the posi- 
tion of the defendants in general 
and in detail; and deflects attention 
from the real issues by arguing in 
extenso for propositions that are 
not challenged and against conten- 
tions that are not made.“ 

Atmosphere of Prejudice. 

Referring to another document 
filed by the Government discussing 
the setup of the Bond & Share sys- 
tem, the utilities asserted: . 

“The factual brief is entirely su- 
perfluous to the issues here. It 
can have no possible purpose or 
function except to endeavor, by 
elliptical references, innuendo and 
misinterpretation, with which it is 
replete, to create an atmospltere of 
prejudice against the defendants.” 

The utilities said that the “funda- 
mental issue” in the main case was 
whether section 4 (A) can be en- 
forced, This section prohibits hold- 
ing companies from engaging in 
interstate commerce unless they 
register with the Securities & Ex- 
change Commission. 

“Any fair valuation of the achieve- 
ments of the defendants in the pub- 
lic service and in the development 
of the electric and gas industries,” 
the brief said, “with due regard to 
their obligations to both security 
holders and the consumers served 
by their subsidiary companies, must 
concede that, on balance; they have 
served and not betrayed the public 
interest and the interest of inves- 
tors and consumers.” 

Six Hours for Debate. 

Six hours were assigned for de- 
bate on the holding company law, 
beginning either late this afternoon 
or. tomorrow. 

The Government will be repre- 
sented by Robert H: Jackson, as- 
sistant Attorney-General, and Ben- 
jamin V. Cohen, one of President 
Roosevelt’s advisers. 

Cohen never had argued a case 
before the Supreme Court. He was 
selected for this assignment be- 
cause he helped draft the legisia- 
tion. 

There was a general expectation 
that a seven-Judge court would 
make the decision. Justice Car- 
dozo is ill and Justice Reed has 
disqualified himself from participa- 
tion in cases with which he was 
connected as Solicitor-General. 

There was some speculation con- 
cerning Justice Black. He was 
chairman of the Senate Lobby 
Committee which conducted a wide- 
spread investigation of activities 
of utility firms against the holding 
company legislation while it was 
before Congress. 

Thomas D. Thacher, former 
United States District Judge at 
New York and United States So- 
licitor-General, represented the 
utilities. The United States Cir- 
cuit Court at New York held they 
must register with the Securities

Other points on the program in- 
cluded:

A “simple, direct farm bill which 
will assure the American farmer 
prices at least equal to his cost of 
production in the American mar- 
ket.” 

A tax program based on the prin- 
ciple of ability to pay; with low 
taxation on consuming power and 
active, competitive business. 

A public works program “capable 
of absorbing all able-bodied uném- 
ployed workers in periods of busi- 
ness recession or depression.” 


: 


A national land use program to 


include nation-wide soil conserva- 
tion. 

Expansion of the social ‘security 
system to include all groups not 
now covered, and also a general 
Federal old age pension. 

Nationalization of the 12 Federal 
Reserve banks. 

Government credit agencies to 
provide credit for secured loans for 
low-cost housing, agriculture, small 
business, home owners and public 
works at the approximate cost: of 
such credit to the Government. 

Enactment of a plan for increas- 
ing and regularizing industrial pro- 
duction. 

Under tax recommendations, the 
group proposed retention of the 
undistributed profits tax on large 
corporations and revision in favor 
of smaller ones, taxation of all 
stock dividends, strengthening of 
the capital gains tax to “discour- 
age speculation and protect honest 
investment,” no Federal sales tax, 
an increase in estate and gift taxes 
and in the levy on intercorporate 
dividends, and removal of tax ex- 
empt privileges.

Under announced schedule, con- 
gressional leaders expect the House 
to complete action on the farm leg- 
islation Tuesday and the Senate to 
begin consideration Wednesday. 

Senate leaders concentrated today 
on obtaining quick approval of the 
crop control program before they 
make a new attempt to shelve the

Senator Bilbo (Dem.), Mississippi, 
told the Senate in an attack on the 
anti-lynching bill today that the 
South might not be the only section 
to face race troubles in the future.

The crisis was an opportunity for 
Hitler, too. He seized it, swept out 13 Generals 
and other dignitaries, took persona] charge of the 
military and so co-ordinated the army at last into 
conformity with the Nazi pattern, even at the sacri- 
fice of\ military skill whose loss must weaken the 
Reichswehr. | 
But for the influence of conservative army leaders, 
German aid to the Spanish rebels would have been 
much greater. They prevented rash intervention in 
Austria at the time of the Dollfuss murder in 1934. 
They have counseled moderation in the dealings with 
Czechoslovakia, Lithuania and Russia. Impressed 
by the lessons of the World War, they have warned 
that Germany is not yet prepared for a military 
adventure. In domestic policies, they have opposed 
the Nazis’ war on religion. Hitler's ambitions are 
undiminished, however. 
impetuosity will. have no restraint except that of 
the comparatively cooler heads antong his followers. 
In the field of foreign relations, similar changes 
take place. Von Neurath, Foreign Minister since Von 
Hindenburg’s day, is supplanted by Von Ribbentrop, 


a thorough Nazi, who has certainly shown no signs 


of diplomatic finesse as envoy to London. Ambassa- 
dors of the moderate type have been recalled from 
Rome, Tokio and Vienna, to be e by party 
henchmen. 

The sweéping changes were foreshadowed a few 
months ago, when Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, advocate 
of orthodox economic policies, was forced out as 
Minister of Economics, and Gen. Goering, second in 
command in the Nazi Reich, took his place. The 
new shifts give Goering still greater power. Field 
Marshal-General is added to his formidable list of 
titles, and he has simultaneously announced reorgan- 
ization of the Ministry of Economics, to mold it, like 
all else in Germany, closer to the Nazi heart’s 
desire, | 

Both the manner and the objectives of the shake-up 
are typical of Fascism at work. The ruling circles 
of a Fascist state are a coterie of ambitious, power- 
hungry men, mortally jealous of opponents, eager to 
keep in the leader’s good graces lest a stab in the 
back (figurative or literal) bring their careers to an 
end. The Fascist state, based as it is on the tightest 
centralization of power, must. bend every citizen, 
from the humblest worker to the highest General, to 
its will. In Germany, the army had been a working 
partner rather than an instrument of the Fascist 
state—an intolerable condition that is now at an end. 
The Nazi realm today is stronger and more dan- 
gerous than it has ever been. The Juggernaut roars 
on and the brakes are off. In what direction will it 
turn?

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WATER FLEAS AND LONGEVITY. 

Prof. Arthur M. Banta and his colleagues at Brown 
University have been checking up on the daphnia 
longispina, or water flea, and their findings open 
the door to some entrancing speculations. If man 
should react similarly (and the scientists themselves 
sketch a possible parallel, while emphasizing that 
it must not be too closely drawn), then altered 
living conditions and a longer life span are in pros- 
‘| pect. | 
The average water flea, it was found in five years 
of experiments, lived only 29 days when fed all 
it wanted to eat throughout its life, but “vigor, 
growth and reproductive life lasted from 42 to 61 
days” when the insect got a limited food supply 
when young and a normal diet after maturity. 

This, if carried over to human beings, would re- 
verse the usual order of things. It would bring 
about a rigorous diet in youth rather than in the 
later years, when dyspepsia and extra pounds now 
often call for a strict regime. It is too early to 
say, but perhaps these scientists are hot on the 
trail of the long-sought secret of longevity. But 
we don’t envy the parents of future generations if 
this proves to be the recipe. Imagine trying to 
argue a hungry youngster out of a hearty dinner 
by holding out as an inducement a life twice as 
long as grandpa’s.

With operations thus doubly enjoined by the same 
Federal court, the board election was held on Dec.

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PUZZLE FOR THE PRESIDENT. 

There seems to be something wrong somewhere. 
Despite the administration’s frequent vows of eternal 
devotion to the “little fellow,” those 23 recommen- 
dations made by last week’s conference of “little 
business men” are in spots sharply critical of the 
Government’s policies. The resolutions committee 
smoothed them up and altered their form, but the 
original declarations may be taken to represent what 
the delegates really thought, and they are far from 
affectionate. 

On the other hand, consider the recent report of 
Mr. Roper’s business advisory council, which is com- 
posed of “big business” spokesmen.

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LIGHT ON THE NAVAL AIR TRAGEDY. 

The folly of attempting to maintain commercial 
plane schedules in the face of dangerous flying con- 
ditions has been widely stressed of late. The death 
of 11 naval flyers in a collision in a rainstorm off 
the California coast suggests that the same need for 
closer attention to the basic rules of aeronautic 
safety exists in the U. S. Navy Air Corps. 

Machinist’s Mate McKay, one of the three survi- 
vors, has vividly described the conditions surround- 
ing the tragedy: 

The planes (the full strength of the scouting 
forces was involved in the maneuvers) were fly- 
ing in formation through a dense rain squall. 
There was no visibility, and we were all hurtling 
through the sky between 3000 and 5000 feet 
above the surface. Plane 11-P-3 nosed into the 
tail surface of the 11-P-4, our ship, and caught 
fire immediately. Our plane went into a spin. 
The original dispatches spoke of a “sudden rain 

squall.” The extent to which the officers in charge 
may have been negligent in continuing the maneuvers 
depends, of course, upon just how. sudden and un- 
predictable the squall was. Obviously, military 
fliers must be trained to operate under all condi- 
tions which they might be called upon to meet, in 
actual battle; but even in present-day warfare, 
planes are often grounded because of low visibility. 

“Out of this regrettable and costly accident,” says 
Rear Admiral Blakely, “we may arrive at a new 
safety feature which will make it impossible for such

More of the Faithful Threatened 


Threat of a party purge directed at opponents of the court-packing scheme has vane 
ished, says political observer, while several of those who favored it face trouble in 


coming primaries; situation of Dieterich in Illinois and of Duffy in Wisconsin cited 


as examples of administration's lack of interest in the fate of its blind followers.

OLITICIANS are practical people; other- 

wise, they would not be politicians. Or, 

at any rate, they would not remain in 
politics. It is therefore natural that with 
the 1938 primaries not many months ahead, 
political circles should \be impressed with 
an interesting fact, to which attention has 
been called before—and several examples 
given. 

It simply is this—the Democratic Sena- 
tors who steadily supported Mr. Roosevelt 
in all his policies are in much greater dan- 
ger of being “liquidated” than the Demo- 
cratic Senators who opposed the President 
—particularly on his court plan—and were 
publicly threatened with elimination by vari- 
ous New Deal spokesmen. 

When the vociferous insistences upon a 

y purge” are recalled, the present sit- 
uation is not without humor—though that 
phase of it does not appeal to the Senators 
who thought all they had to do to be saved 
was to “stand by the President,” and now 
find themselves in trouble, with no Presi- 
dent standing by them. 

The disingenuous administration explana- 
tions that these primary contests are natur- 
al, that competition is wholesome and that, 
after all, the fights are “between Demo- 
crats,” do not by any means lighten the 
rueful reflections of the pro-Roosevelt Sena- 
tors nor diminish the significance of the 
failure of those purging prophecies.

It is true that the recent visit of Gov. 
Chandler to Washington has somewhat les- 
sened the sufferings of Senator Barkley of 
Kentucky, whose seat is threatened.

It is true, too, that the President is openly 
for Senator Barkley.

WO years ago, veterans of the World 

War received a bonus amounting in the 
aggregate to approximately two billion dok 
lars. But even this large-scale and wholly 
unwarranted raid on the Treasury has ap 
parently failed to satisfy the veterans’ lo> 
bies. 

Like Oliver Twist, they are now back for 
more, and hungrier than ever. 
the special privilege they seek is in the form 
of pensions for widows and dependents of 
those who saw service during the World 
War, regardless of the cause of their death, 

Appearing before a House committee, rep 
resentatives of three veterans’ organizations 
voiced the demand for monthly payments to 
widows and orphans of former soldiers. The 
more modest asked for a minimum of §224 
month, with an additional stipend for all 
dependents. But one spokesman insisted on 
a minimum monthly payment of $60. (The 
committee approved a bill providing $22 s 
month for widows and $6 for orphans.)

Improvement on the pants gag is 
offered by having the several 
principal actors put on several 
suits at once. There are crazy 
clothes, funny-looking individuals. 
The supervising director uses 
more oaths than good Englis 
and the whole effort is tinged just 
enough to satisfy those customers 
who like things a little rank. After 
all, hotel rooms do have bathrooms, 
right there. 

If all this is not highly inven- 
tive, if it pays no. attention to 
current times, if it gives no insight 
into lives, such thoughts will make 
little difference. “Room Service” 
is a type of farce which has suc- 
ceeded, is succeeding and will suc- 
ceed again. A movie studio thought 
well enough of it to pay $255,000, 
the record price for a Hollywood 
purchase on Broadway. 

Abbott, who not only. produced 
and directed the show but doubtless 
helped with some of the dialogue, 
has brought together a capable cast 
and drilled it well. Notably effec- 
tive were Clinton Sundberg, here 
previously in “Boy Meets Girl,” as 
the playwright; Matt Briggs, for- 
merly of “Three Men on a Horse,” 
as the hotel examiner, James Lane 
as the director and Reed Brown 
Jr. as the producer. Applause 
went to Michael Dalmatoff as the 
hotel waiter, for his reading of a 
scene from the play-within-a-play.

Oklahoma Supreme Court 
Upholds Act Authorizing 
$20,000,000 Project.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Feb. 7. 
—The Grand River.Dam Authority 
Act permitting construction and op- 
eration of a $20,000,000 dam and 
reservoir at Pensacola was held 
constitutional by the State Supreme 
Court in a 7-to-2 decision last week. 

The project is te be financed by 
a Federa! loan and grant. The loan 
will be secured by reve ue bonds 
repayable through sale of hydra- 
electric power. ye: 

Following the decision. the au- 
thority approved the first two 
construction contraets for the proj- 
ect. Construction work will begin 
Monday. 

The decision affirmed a Craig 
County District Court decision in a 
test case brought by William V. 
Sheldon, Grove taxpayer, who 
claimed his property would be dam- 
aged by construction of the big lake 

The majority opinion, written by 
Justice Thurman Hurst, held the act 
is not special legislation and does 
not violate the constitutional injunc- 
tion against creation of a public 
debt in excess of $400,000 without 
approval of the voters at a special 
election, 

Chief Justice Monroe Osborn, 
Vice-Chief Justice Wayne Bayless 
and Associate Justices Riley Gibson 
and Davison concurred in the ma- 
jority opinion. Justice Welch con- 
curred in the conclusion. Justices 
Phelps and Corn dissented. 

The favorable decision is expected 
to open the way for intense activity 
in Northeastern Oklahoma at the 
dam site and in surrounding cities 

Before the waters of the Grand 
River may be impounded, 40,000 
acres of land which will be in- 
undated must be purchased. 

As. presently designed, the huge 
dam, to be thrown across the river 
near Pensacola, would be 6150 feet 
long and 135 feet high. It would 
impound 1,550,000 acre feet of wa- 
ter. The dam was so designed that 
an additional 15 feet could be added 
for flood control. 

The Grand River, engineers have 
estimated, furnishes one-fourth of 
the flow for the Arkansas River. 

A plant with a capacity of 57,600 
kilowatts would generate power for 
the tri-State lead and zinc mining 
area of Southeast Kansas, South- 
west Missouri and Northeast Ok- 
lahoma. 

The Grand River Authority Act, 
passéd by the State Legislature in 
1935 and extended in the Sixteenth 
Legislature, empowered the author- 
ity board to issue up to $15,000,000 
in bonds to finance construction.

In the speech from the throne 
the Mackenzie King government 
declared its interest in the negotia- 
tions for a trade agreement be- 
tween the United Kingdom and the 
United States, and é¢tpressed the 
hope that a new agreement between 
Washington and Ottawa extending 
and revising the pact of 1935 would 
be ready for submission to Parlia- 
ment at the present session. 

In previous sessions of Parlia- 
ment there has been a tendency 
on the part of the Conservative op- 
position to co-operate with the 
Government, partly because of the 
decisive mandate given the Liber- 
als in the last general election and 
because of need to speed up Parlia- 
ment’s business so that Prime Min- 
‘ister W. L. Mackenzie King and 
his ministers would be able to at- 
tend the coronation and the subse- 
quent imperial conference, 

But with a 1939 election a pos- 
sibility, it behooves the Conserva- 
tives to lay the groundwork for is- 
sues, and they can now develop the 
argument that Canada is yielding 
its established markets in Great 
Britain in favor of untried conces- 
sions to the United States, which 
would be more subject to change.

while it is understood Ottawa_noti- 
fied Washington of concessions to 
which it would agree, there will be 
no specific mention of articles on 
the tariff list until the final agree- 
ment reaches Parliament.

DEPENDENT CHILDREN GET 
314.267 IN STATE BENEFITS 


Checks for February Bepresent 
‘First Substantial Payment Under 

5 Social Security Act. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 7.— 
Checks for payment of $14,267 in 
State aid to dependent children for 
February, with “case” allotments 
ranging from $18 to 3102 a month, 
are being issued hy the State Se- 
curity Commission on requisitions 
drawn on the State Auditor. 
is the first substantial payment of 
such benefits under the State So- 
cial Security Act which became ef- 
fective last Sept. 6. A few small 
claims were paid in January. The 
Federal Government provides one- 
third of the funds. 

The act provides that benefits 
are not to exceed 18 a month for 
the first dependent child, and not 
to exceed $12 a month for each ad- 
ditional dependent child in the 
family. : | 

State Auditor Smith said the 
largest payment for February was 
$102 to Mrs. Mary Crump of Platte 
City, for eight dependent children. 

The $14,267 payment covered 423 
cases, representing 1247 children. 
The average case payment was 
$33.73. 1

It is wel] that he has 
this responsibility and training, be- 
cause you have to depend on him 
just as much as you do on the doc- 
tor, for an honest product. He 
shares the responsibility with the 
physician of geeing that you get 
exactly what the doctor ordered 
with. no substitution; that the in- 
gredients of a prescription are care- 
fully measured and compound- 
ed, and that the prescription is a 
matter of record so that it can be 
referred to later. 

He is a chemist as well as a pur- 
veyor, and the q. s.” which the 
doctor sometimes slips into his pre- 
scription allows him to put “quan- 
tity sufficient” of sugar or pepper- 
mint oil or spice of some kind to 
make an otherwise disagreeable 
medicine palatable.

‘OU can’t beat the Dutch! With 
practically no ado at all, they’ve 
been quietly working away at a 
solution of the housing problem 
that makes the plans of other na- 
tions look pretty inciden’al. And 
makes us think that Queen Wil- 
helmina must be quite a girl. 

In the first place, the municipal- 
ities or Government owns 99 per 


cent of the residential land, even 
that which rivate buildings oc- 
‘cupy. It is leased for long terms 
to builders. But strict supervision 
of structure and upkecp of build- 
ings is maintained. And Govern- 
ment loans are very easily availa- 
ble for building when adequate 
quarters are not otherwise obtaina- 
ble. All rooms and houses for sale 
or rent mrst be listed with the 
Government so that the supply and 
demand can be closely followed. 

Working men’s apartments are 
usually Governmer built and 
owned. They are attractively laid 
out with modern improvements and 
pretty gardens while the better-off 
families can have nicer places or 
even estates, so there is plenty of 
incentive for individual enterprise. 

The present housing program be- 
gan in 1833 and the plan is worked 
out as far ahead as the year 2000. 
The results of the present housing 
laws have Veen drast!. decrease of 
drunkenness, tuberculosis and 
crime. 

But maybe we can’t blame all of 
Holland’s good conditions on hous- 
ing. Equal suffrage existed there 
before it did in the United States, 
and if you fail to vote you have 
to explain why to the judge. When 
a murder is committed, the name 
of the prisoner is not made public. 
Prisoners have to serve their full 
terms without hope of pardon; but 
when they are released their prison 
record is a secret so that they have 
a real opportunity for rehabilita- 
tion.

OW about women jurors? Are 

they cool, well-balanced, logi- 

cal... or highly emotional and 
unreasonable? Here is one woman’s 
opinion on the question. 

“Dear Elsie Robinson: 

“From actual experience as a 
trial juror in the Los Angeles Coun- 
ty civil courts, I have found that 
women jurors are usually better 
fitted for jury duty than men. 
When it comes to sickly sentimen- 
tality and crooked reasoning, the 
men take all the honors, 

“One male juror wanted to ren- 
der a verdict against an insured bus 
company solely because they were 
wealthy and it was our duty to 
stick them to the limit. Another 
man wanted to give an old lady a 
huge sum of money for an un- 
proved injury, just because the 
mean old railroad company had 
forced her to come to court instead 
of settling with her immediately. 
One man reported so drunk he was 
unfit for service. His little spree 
cost the county a great deal of 
money. One prosperous gentleman 
suggested that we withhold a ver- 
dict for several hours so we could 
get a free meal. 

“Women are more conscientious 
than men, They have a keener 
sense of responsibility toward so- 
ciety and a greater respect for law. 
They are not only better informed 
on social problems but are quicker 
to detect fraud and trickery.
